Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 41 , 46-48, 52-53, 96, 1 01 -1 03, 1 07-1 08, 1 52, 1 57-1 59 and 1 63-1 64 are 
allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 41, 96 and 152, the prior art of record fails to 
anticipate or rendered obvious the combined elements/steps of "perform a real-time 
action associated with the particular television program when the particular 
unique identifier is detected in the continuous data stream, wherein the real-time 
action comprises an action selected from the group consisting of authorizing the 
viewing of the particular television program, wherein the program is a pav-per- 
view program, and displaying a program reminder for the particular program " in 
conjunction with " prefetch current program guide data from the continuous data 
stream when the real-time action is performed ', as recited in the claims.
